PUBLIC  COMMENT: 

Jim  Kennedy  wanted  to  know  who  would  pay  for  the  drug  test  and  whether  Muni  drivers  are 
tested. 

Michael  Spain  stated  that  the  law  has  been  in  existence  for  1 0  years  and  the  Taxi  Commission 
didn't  implement  it.  He  stated  that  most  jurisdictions  don't  comply  with  this  obscure  state  law. 

Carl  Macmurdo  stated  that  cab  drivers  are  different  from  Muni  operators  because  they  are 
contractors.  He  suggested  annual  rather  than  random  testing.  If  testing  is  random,  it  will  wipe 
out  a  certain  percent  of  the  work  force.  Some  people  have  medicinal  marijuana  cards  and  should 
be  exempt  for  a  positive  test. 

Mark  Gruberg,  United  Taxi  Workers,  stated  that  testing  for  drugs  that  don't  affect  job 
performance  is  a  violation  of  civil  liberties  and  suggested  the  SFMTA  go  to  the  State  legislature 
and  change  the  law.  Mr.  Gruberg  commented  that  pre-employment  testing  and  the  requirement 
that  drivers  pay  for  the  testing  is  burdensome. 

Kagendra  Singh  stated  that  drivers  must  inhale  the  same  air  as  the  passengers. 


Tariq  Mehmood  stated  that  drivers  haven't  been  tested  and  suggested  issuing  a  letter  to  drivers 
before  testing  begins.  He  suggested  Hmiting  testing  to  either  random  testing  or  to  post-accident 
or  permit  issues.

Chris  Hayashi,  Director,  Taxi  &  Accessible  Services,  provided  the  staff  report. 

PUBLIC  COMMENT: 

Jim  Kennedy  stated  that  the  sale  of  medallions  doesn't  make  any  sense.  He  is  happy  with  the 
status  quo.  He  is  not  in  favor  of  the  transfer. 

Tariq  Mehmood  stated  that  there  are  3,000  people  on  the  waiting  list  and  that  there  is  fraud  in  the 
system.  Something  needs  to  be  done. 

Barry  Korengold  stated  that  it's  good  that  drivers  can  earn  a  medallion.  He  is  opposed  to  the 
buying  and  selling  of  medallions.  The  industry  had  received  assurances  that  Prop.  K  would  be 
kept  but  that's  being  changed. 

Michael  Spain  stated  that  he  is  in  favor  of  transferability.  He  reviewed  the  history  of  Prop.  K  and 
suggested  using  New  York  as  a  template. 

Jim  Templeton  stated  that  he  waited  13  years  for  a  medallion.  The  city  took  away  a  drivers 
ability  to  buy  medallions  in  1978.  Having  a  medallion  allows  a  cab  driver  to  become  a  part 
owner  in  the  industry. 

Carl  Macmurdo  suggested  the  SFMTA  hold  meetings  to  allow  drivers  to  discuss  the  sale  of  taxi 
medallions.  It  would  be  good  to  know  if  Prop.  A  allows  the  SFMTA  sell  medallions  without 
going  back  to  the  voters. 

Charles  Rathbone,  Luxor  Cab,  stated  that  Luxor  Cab  has  a  proposal  to  revise  the  system.  They 
will  present  it  to  the  Taxi  Commission.  The  proposal  will  generate  revenue  for  the  city  and 
address  the  interests  of  all  stakeholders. 

Bud  Hazelkom  stated  that  the  sale  of  medallions  is  limited  in  scope  and  only  serves  to  fill  the 
budget  deficit.  It  is  a  distinct  disadvantage  to  taxi  drivers.  It  removes  the  incentive  to  stay  in  the 
business.    Mayor  Newsom  has  directed  the  SFMTA  to  look  at  the  problem  but  that  doesn't 
mean  you  have  to  comply  with  his  solution.  It's  not  a  workable  idea  because  it  leads  to 
corruption  and  is  opposed  by  a  large  percent  of  drivers. 
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Mark  Gruberg  quoted  from  a  letter  written  by  Mayor  Newsom  and  Aaron  Peskin  in  2007.  Prop. 
A's  intent  was  to  put  all  public  transit  in  the  hands  of  professionals  and  to  protect  Prop.  K.  UTW 
was  opposed  to  Prop.  A.  but  got  assurances  from  Newsom  and  Peskin  and  on  that  basis,  UTW 
suspended  their  opposition.  This  is  a  double-cross.  He  asked  the  committee  to  separate  the 
questions  of  an  exit  strategy  for  medallion  holders  from  the  question  of  revenues.  Voters  have 
reaffirmed  Prop.  K  many  times. 

Jack  Tran  stated  that  medallions  are  a  governmental  privilege  not  a  private  trust.  Voters 
approved  Prop.  K  not  because  of  driving  requirement  which  was  later  added  to  the  Police  Code. 
What  people  voted  on  was  about  the  number  of  cabs  on  the  streets.  We  need  every  cab  in  San 
Francisco  to  have  radio  dispatch  and  drivers  need  to  have  an  opportunity  to  become  permit 
holders. 

John  Rahway  stated  that  if  you  want  to  change  Prop  K,  you  must  go  to  the  voters.  Anything 
short  of  that  contradicts  the  kind  of  transparency  in  government  that  voters  demand. 

Kagendra  Singh  stated  that  he  is  opposed  to  the  sale  of  medalhons. 

Martin  Smith  stated  that  Prop.  A  trumps  Prop.  K.  The  Luxor  proposal  is  a  good  place  to  start. 
Future  meetings  with  Chris  Hayashi  will  iron  out  a  lot  of  issues  over  the  next  few  years.

Sonali  Bose,  Chief  Financial  Officer  presented  an  update  on  the  advertising  contract. 
PUBLIC  COMMENT: 

Bob  Schmitt,  CBS  Outdoor,  stated  he  would  address  his  questions  to  Ms.  Bose. 

Bob  Planthold  requested  a  response  to  the  disabled  community's  issue  regarding  the  plan  to 
allow  bicycles  on  streetcars.

They  often  have  to  cross  town  from 
rehearsals  to  warehouses  so  having  to  pay  to  go  in  and  out  of  garages  adds  up.  She  requested 
that  there  be  designated  spots  for  entertainment  industry  workers  in  public  garages. 

Michael  Simpson  asked  the  SFMTA  to  reconsider  the  build-out  of  the  Performing  Arts  Garage. 
Arts  organizations  are  in  financial  straits  and  are  fighting  budget  deficits.  Parking  lots  where 
staff  used  to  park  have  been  sold  and  workers  are  faced  with  a  lack  of  parking  and  paying  rates 
above  what  they're  paying  now.  He  asked  that  the  environmental  impact  report  be  moved 
forward  and  that  staff  work  creatively  with  them. 

Andrew  Dubowski  said  that  it's  not  practical  for  workers  to  take  public  transit  late  at  night  to 
their  homes.  He  asked  for  help  to  make  the  Civic  Center  area  a  destination  for  the  arts. 

Karen  Ames  stated  that  there  is  a  real  deficit  in  parking  in  the  Civic  Center  area.  Civic  Center  art 
organizations  are  facing  imminent  disaster.  She  stated  that  there  is  funding  for  the  expansion  and 
asked  the  committee  to  authorize  staff  to  work  creatively  with  us  a  short-term  solution. 

Ken  McDonald,  Chief  Operating  Officer,  presented  a  report  on  the  DriveCam  program.

Jeanette  Berger  stated  that  parking  on  sidewalks  is  the  main  reason  that  there  is  a  budget 
problem.  She  opposes  service  cuts  and  supports  raising  parking  fees. 

Diane  Maluia  stated  that  the  52-Excelsior,  35-Eureka  and  26- Valencia  cuts  will  affect  her  and 
asked  that  service  end  at  10:00  p.m.  rather  than  8:30  p.m. 

Kim  McKenna  stated  that  cuts  to  Muni  service  will  hurt  her. 

Charles  Rathbone  expressed  concern  that  if  the  SFMTA  proceeds  with  medallion  transfers,  that 
the  plan  also  addresses  the  concerns  of  taxi  drivers. 

Bob  Planthold  expressed  support  for  fare  increases  and  service  cuts  and  asked  the  SFMTA  to 
closely  scrutinize  work  orders.

Victoria  Lansdown  expressed  concern  that  the  recent  reorganization  buried  taxis  under  another 
layer  of  bureaucracy.  They  are  being  treated  like  someone's  unwanted  stepchild  and  they  should 
have  a  voice. 

Francoise  Spiegelman  stated  that  taxis  need  their  own  department.  The  director  engages  cab 
drivers  and  listens  to  their  concerns  and  it  is  important  for  that  to  continue. 

David  Perlin  stated  that  it  is  essential  that  taxi  drivers  be  represented  by  a  commission  of  agency 
of  their  own.  Ms.  Hayashi  has  been  working  closely  with  drivers.  She  is  knowledgeable  about 
the  industry  and  is  engaged  with  us. 

Ed  Healy  expressed  opposition  to  the  reorganization.  It  goes  against  Prop  K  and  lumps  taxi 
drivers  with  other  unrelated  entities.  Cab  drivers  are  an  integral  part  of  the  city's  transportation 
system  and  should  be  treated  as  such. 

Carl  Macmurdo  suggested  that  the  recent  reorganization  be  addressed  at  the  next  Board  meeting. 
Ms.  Hayashi  is  very  conscientious.  The  perception  is  that  she's  been  disempowered  and  that  the 
industry  has  been  demoted. 

Jane  Bolig,  Desoto  Cab  Coop,  expressed  agreement  with  the  previous  comments  and  called  it 
rare  when  the  industry  comes  together  as  they  have  in  opposition  to  the  reorganization  plan.

Taxis  deserve  to  be  treated  on 
par  with  other  depts.  Mr.  Gruberg  expressed  hope  that  the  taxi  industry  and  drivers  would  be 
treated  with  the  respect  they  deserve. 

Brian  Browne  expressed  appreciation  for  how  Ms.  Hayashi  has  treated  cab  drivers. 

Ban-y  Korengold  stated  that  he's  upset  that  taxis  are  being  folded  into  another  department  and 
are  being  buried  deeper.  Their  issues  deserve  more  attention  and  they  deserve  to  have  their  own 
division. 

Christopher  Fulkerson  expressed  concern  that  the  SFMTA  will  administer  by  fiat  rather  than 
through  dialogue  at  public  meetings.

Amy  Lincoln  stated  that  any  precedent  that  is  set  by  allowing  nannies  a  parking  permit  could  be 
remedied  through  careful  drafting  of  the  exception  and  by  requiring  an  appropriate  level  of 
documentation.  Nannies  should  be  part  of  essential  caregiver  category.  This  would  be  a 
modification  to  an  existing  exemption.  In  the  past,  other  exemptions  have  revealed  themselves 
and  the  program  has  been  modified  to  accommodate  them.  This  is  an  essential  and  necessary 
exemption.  It  also  encourages  parents  to  remain  in  the  city. 

Rebecca  Spear  stated  that  parents  struggle  every  day  with  the  logistics  of  being  caring  parent  and 
living  in  San  Francisco.  Currently,  nannies  are  required  to  rush  out  of  the  home  every  two  hours 
which  leaves  the  children  alone.  This  is  a  real  safety  issue.  It's  not  feasible  for  a  nanny  to  park 
in  the  garage  because  many  people  don't  have  a  garage.  They  would  be  happy  to  provide 
evidence  of  nanny  employment.  This  won't  increase  the  number  of  vehicles  because  the 
vehicles  are  already  there.  Childcare  providers  are  unique  in  that  they  supervise  young  children. 

The  Policy  and  Governance  Committee  asked  staff  to  find  a  way  to  document  employment  of  a 
childcare  provider  and  the  vehicle  that  would  be  used  by  the  childcare  provider.  Exec.  Director 
Ford  stated  that  staff  would  bring  a  calendar  item  to  the  Board  on  October  19*.

Sonali  Bose,  director.  Finance  and  Information  Technology,  presented  the  report. 
PUBLIC  COMMENT: 

Margaret  Brodkin,  New  Day  For  Learning,  expressed  support  for  the  summer  youth  pass. 
Last  year  it  was  fabulous.  Lower  income  students  need  to  continue  to  learn  over  the  summer. 
This  program  prioritized  neighborhoods  with  low  income  students.  The  program  ran 
smoothly  and  drivers  loved  it  because  it  was  orderly. 

Sheryl  Davis,  Magic  Program,  stated  that  programs  can't  afford  to  take  students  on  field  trips 
if  they  can't  get  the  passes.  Students  with  an  organized  program  won't  sneak  onto  the  buses. 
This  is  an  opportunity  for  low  income  students  to  explore  the  city. 


Adrierme  Williams,  Village  Program,  stated  that  last  summer,  the  passes  were  helpful  for 
youth.  The  biggest  challenge  they  have  is  getting  students  to  and  from  programs.  She  asked 
that  the  passes  be  provided  again, 

Caroline  Grannan,  Summer  Learning  Network,  stated  that  students  can't  get  to  places  or  do 
things  without  the  passes.  She  urged  that  last  year's  program  be  repeated. 

Jerry  Trotter,  Booker  T.  Washington  Learning  Center,  stated  that  many  families  don't  go  out 
of  their  community.  San  Francisco  has  a  wealth  of  resoui-ces  and  programs  that  many  families 
don't  connect  to.  Muni  is  the  means  to  do  that  and  with  the  summer  youth  passes,  it's  cost 
effective.  He  urged  the  continuance  of  the  program. 

Sharon  Johnson,  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House,  stated  that  they  offer  several  programs 
that  take  daily  field  trips,  These  programs  teach  students  how  to  travel  and  students  get  to 
experience  the  diversity  that  San  Francisco  has  to  offer.

Programs  are 
stretched  now  and  are  in  greater  need  than  last  year  since  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
has  cut  back  their  seivices.  They  want  to  get  kids  to  other  parts  of  the  city. 

Sheila  Chung  Hagen,  Office  of  Supervisor  Campos,  expressed  appreciation  for  the  level  of 
cooperation  for  the  Youth  Lifeline  Pass.  A  majority  of  students  live  at  or  below  the  poverty 
level  and  with  the  increase  in  cost  for  passes;  it  is  difficult  for  families  to  afford  them. 
Providing  transportation  is  critical  for  families  to  be  able  to  access  semces,  school  and 
programs.  The  need  is  greater  than  the  12,000  passes  approved.  Their  office  is  trying  to  look 
into  free  Muni  for  all  youth.  They  are  trying  to  identify  funding.  She  expressed  support  for  all 
thi'ee  proposals. 

Ruben  Urbina,  Everett  Middle  School,  stated  that  he  runs  a  summer  program  that  has  close  to 
250  students,  most  of  whom  are  immigrants  or  are  in  foster  care  or  v/ith  a  transitional  family. 
Families  don't  have  the  financial  ability  to  move  throughout  the  city.  They  need  help. 

Jessica  Externa,  OMI  Beach  Center,  expressed  her  appreciation  for  the  program.  Students  in 
her  progi'am  visit  different  neighborhoods  and  this  will  help  them  get  around  the  city. 

Yvette  Robles,  SFMagic,  stated  that  providing  safe  public  transit  supports  agency  with  their 
work  to  reduce  violence.  With  more  children  going  on  field  trips,  there  is  more  need  to  access 
public  transportation.

Edward  Mason  made  a  recommendation  regarding  using  the  automatic  voice  announcements 
to  train  passengers.  He  mentioned  an  article  about  "cloud  computing"  to  process  information 
rather  than  having  individual  islands  of  information  within  organizations.  The  SFMTA  has 
austere  funding  but  can  gradually  move  towards  cloud  computing  to  get  real  time  information 


on  maintenance  failures.  He  congratulated  staff  for  the  improvements  on  the  two  lines  and 
looks  forward  to  management  actions  for  the  J  Church.

Chairman  Lee  requested  a  position  paper  on  open  taxi  access, 
PUBLIC  COMMENT: 

Barry  Korengold,  TAC  vice  chairman,  stated  that  coming  up  with  a  new  proposal  is  a  very 
complicated  thing.  It  is  possible  the  TAC  won't  have  a  solution  in  two  months.  With  regards 
to  a  PC&N  hearing,  big  cab  companies  haven't  really  made  the  effort  to  improve  dispatch 
service  because  they  would  have  to  have  more  cabs.  He  has  been  yelling  about  the  top  light 
for  years.  Customers  can't  tell  that  the  light  is  out.  There  should  be  public  discussion 
regarding  state  legislation,  especially  about  the  location  of  cameras. 

Mark  Gruberg  commented  on  centralized  dispatch,  which  is  the  best  way  to  improve 
efficiency.  Technology  has  advanced  and  it  is  a  complimentary  idea  to  open  taxi  access 
which  would  allow  anyone  with  a  cell  phone  or  internet  access  to  directly  connect  to  taxi 
services.  A  unified  system  would  be  a  tremendous  improvement  in  service.

PUBLIC  COMMENT: 

Mark  Gruberg  stated  that  with  regard  to  the  credit  card  fee,  there  will  only  be  anecdotal 
information.  The  information  from  the  vendor  of  the  equipment  is  bogus.  They  have  said  that 
tips  to  drivers  increased  from  6%  to  16%.  People  have  been  able  to  use  credit  cards  in  San 
Francisco  for  more  than  a  decade.  The  difference  occurred  when  it  became  mandatory  and 
when  the  burden  of  the  cost  shifted  from  the  taxicab  company  to  the  driver.  This  has  had  a 
bad  effect  on  public  service  and  many  drivers  are  discouraging  the  use  of  credit  cards. 
Companies  should  be  responsible  for  paying  those  fees  and  relieve  driver  of  the  burden.  He 
stated  that  with  regards  to  electronic  waybills,  sending  all  of  the  information  to  the  SFMTA 
was  bad.  The  proposed  change  that  was  put  to  the  drivers  was  sound  and  well  thought  out  and 
those  ideas  should  be  revived.  They  strike  the  right  balance. 

Barry  Korengold  agreed  with  Mr.  Gruberg  about  electronic  waybills.  The  proposal  allayed 
driver  concern  and  seemed  like  a  good  solution  that  protected  privacy.  With  regard  to  rear 
seat  terminals,  he  questioned  why  drivers  should  pay  for  rear  seat  terminals  when  they  won't 
receive  income  from  the  advertising.

PUBLIC  COMMENT: 

Charles  Rathbone  -  great  bulk  of  pay  is  "per  medallion"  fee,  over  $200k.  keep  in  mind  that 
medallion  related  fee  covers  all  per  medallion  cost  including  audit.  Hope  you  won't  assign 
second  fee  "per  medallion",  current  fee  is  based  on  a  range  of  sizes.  Good  policy  to 
recognize  difference  between  large/small.  Cheaper  to  regulate  larger  company.  Make  it 
uniform  for  every  cab  company  if  you're  going  to  change. 

Richard  Hybels,  Metro  cab,  Yellow  is  22x  larger  than  me.  My  fee  has  gone  up  much  more. 
Problem  is  deference  shown  to  larger  companies.  Medallion  cost  itself  is  big.  $45K  last  year, 
large  companies  allowed  to  pay  on  payment  plan,  is  a  secret. 

Mohanni  -  smallest  company  in  town.  Medallion  fee  has  to  be  regulated  according  to 
medallion,  smaller  companies  are  subsidizing  big  companies,  unfair.  Have  to  balance  fee. 
Can't  compete  with  larger  companies.  They  earn  more.  Pleased  to  see  that  this  issue  has 
come  up  again. 

PUBLIC  COMMENT: 

Edward  Mason  discussed  the  Masonic  project.  At  TA,  wondered  about  street  trees  and 
maintenance  of  trees.  DPW  is  relinquishing  control  to  property  owners.  Need  to  discuss  long 
term  maintenance  of  capital  projects  we  create.  Need  to  look  long  term.  Bike  lane  at 
Fulton/Masonic  -  cut  through  bulb  out.  How  are  you  going  to  ensure  that  cyclists  will  obey 
laws  and  not  run  people  over.  Fine  for  Europe  but  not  at  level  of  cyclists  respecting  peds.
